10 Years Ago 


From the New York Times I take 


the following survey on nation-wide 
public relief, presenting a new and 
encouraging outlook: 


Twelve million persons, or one- 


thirteenth of the nation are receiv- 
ing a monthly 
income payment 


throuuh KOVCI nmenUU sources oth- 
er than salaries as Federal employ- 
es. Four per cent of our popula- 
tion, or r>,. 
ri()t).()()(). arc needy per- 


sons Kt'ttinn public assistance. 


Despite the rise in public assist- 


ance rolls since the end of the war 
and the increase of 10,000,000 in 
population since 11)40, the country 
is now helping fewer needy persons 
than ten years ago. It is also spend- 
ing less money for each needy per- 
son than a decade ago, even taking 
into account (h,e decreased purchas- 
ing power of the dollar. 


Today's welfare news lies in a 


significant change that began last 
January. Public assistance recip- 
ients have dropped from 0,000,0(10 
to 5,51)0,000 while those receiving 
benefits under the Federal old age 
and survivors insurance increased 
by 1,000,000. 


If present 
favorable economic 


conditions continue, this may result 
in a changing order of welfare. It 
will transfer thousands of needy 
from public assistance, which on 
the whole is supported out of gen- 
eral revenues, to the social insur- 
ances, in which each one eontrri- 
butcs toward his benefits. 


These are among the facts and 


figures developed in a study of na- 
tional welfare conducted by the 
New York Times, enlisting the ser- 
vices of its correspondents in ev- 
ery state and using the latest na- 
tion-wide statistics supplied by the 
Federal Security Agency. 


The first of the series of four ar- 


ticles by Lucy Freeman began in 
the November 4 issue of The Times. 
They deal with the pattern of aid 
programs in the states, the effect 
of governmental help on private 
charity agencies, and the trends 
found in public aid in the nation- 
wide study of the field. 


Those eligible for old age and sur- 


vivors insurance increased so much 
during the last year because of the 
1950 
amendments to the Social Se- 


curity Act. It is Expected that by 
this December another 350,000 will 
be receiving retirement benefits. 


The rate is expected to grow even 


more rapidly in 1952 when thous- 
ands of workers who were Hearing 
G5 at the time of the 1950 amend- 
ments will have worked the neces- 
sary six calendar,quarters to qual- 
ify for the benefits.

Near End of 
RFC Probe 


Washington Nov. 13 (/I1)— A fcd- 


oral grand jury was 
authoritati- 


vely described today as nearing the 
end of ils long investigation of the 
Reconstruction 
Finance 
Corpora- 


tion (HFC), big government lend- 
ing agency. 


An official source who declined to 


be named told a reporter the grand 
jury probably will wind up its work 
'within a few weeks now." He gave 
no hint as to what it might' do. 


The panel has the options of (A) 


returning indictments, (B) declin- 
ing to indict, or (C) filing a pro- 
gress report to serve as the basis 
of further investigation by it or a 
successor grand jury. 


Two senate members had raised 


questions in recent weeks concern- 
ing progress of the eight-months- 
old study.
